Insurgents Get Ready for 
General Attack on Front 
Where Government Lines 
Have Held. 


By the Associated Press. 

HENDAYE, France, at the Span- 
ish Frontier, May 11.—The return 
of good weather to the Spanish civil 
war's eastern front today signaled 
the beginning of a general insurgent 
offensive against Government lines 
which have held firmly through two 
and a half weeks of rain. 

An insurgent aerial fleet mapped

The flight of American volunteers 


formerly with Government forces 
in Spain has brought an influx of 
former soldiers to Le Havre seek- 
ing passage home. 

Sixteen already stranded here 
said today 12 more were hiking up 
from Southern France. Le Havre 
was believed to have the largest 
concentration of American refugees 
from the Spanish war. The exodus, 
they said, started after the Govern- 
mont’s Lincoln-Washington battal- 
jon was broken at Gandesa April 1 
in the insurgent drive to the Medi- 
terranean.

‘CLEVELAND MEN DID 


IT,’ DIVORCEE WROTE | 


J Can't Go on and Not 
Tell It; 1 Can't Take the 
Stand, So I Am Taking 
Easy Way Out.’

CANTON, O., May 11—Police 
called in Deuber S. Cable today in 
an effort to gain further light on 
Miss Theresa Ludwig’s suicide-note 
declaration that hired gunmen 
killed Mrs. Cable 14 months ago. 
Prosecutor A. C. L. Barthelmeh 
made public the note Miss Ludwig 
addressed to her attorney before 
she committed suicide Monday. — 
»The men that did the work were 
from Cleveland,” said the letter, 
which also mentioned a price of 
$200 as having been paid for the 
killing of the contractor’s wife. The 
killers’ names were not given. 

“I can’t go on and not tell it; I 
can’t take the stand and tell this, 
so I am taking the easy way out,” 
the note said. It requested that the 
reward for conviction of Mrs. Ca- 
ble’s killers—$1000 offered by the 
city of Canton and $1000 offered by 
Cable soon after the killing—be giv- 
en to her sister, Mrs. George Rode- 
baugh. 

Charge Stood Against Her. 

Prosecutor Barthelmeh declined 
comment on the progress of the in- 
vestigation several hours after Ca- 
ble was called in. Both Cable and 

Miss Ludwig were held several days 
on charges of suspicion immediate- 
ly after the shooting; Cable was 
freed of the charge, but the charge 
against the 46-year-old divorcee still 
was pending at hep death. 

The divorcee wrote the letter be- 
fore she died of carbon monoxide 
poisoning under her automobile on 
Monday at Conneaut, O. It was 
delivered yesterday to William B. 
Quinn, Miss Ludwig's attorney, 
who turned it over to Bathelmeh. 

Barthelmeh said only that po- 
lice “found it necessary to reques- 
tion a man who had been involved 
in the case before.” He said later 
that two of Miss Ludwig's sisters 
delivered the note personally to 
Quinn, who represented the di- 
vorcee when she was held on a 
technical suspicion charge after the 
murder in March, 1937. 

Story of Week-End Visit. 

Cable repeated to police yester- 
day the story of a week-end visit 
from Miss Ludwig. Cable said Miss 
Ludwig, for whom he admittedly 
had maintained an apartment in 
Akron, O., demanded that he and 
his brother, A. B. Cable, pay her 
“for the best seven pears of my 
life.” 

The brothers refused, Cable said, 
and the divorcee ‘threatened: “You 
haven't heard the last of me.” 

Coroner C. C. Webster yesterday 
returned a formal verdict of sui- 
cide in Miss Ludwig's death. 


EARTHQUAKE ‘OF WORST KIND’ 
RECORDED; LONG DURATION 


from 1000 to 3000 Miles. 
‘ DENVER, May il. — The Rev. 
A. M. Forestall, seismologist at Re- 
gis College here, said his instru- 
ments recorded an earthquake “of 
the worst kind” today. 

The disturbance, he said, began 
at 8:45 a. m. with the shocks reach- 
ing maximum intensity at 8:57 a, 
m. and ending at 9:32 a. m. 

“I estimate the center of the 
shocks was about 1500 miles from 
Denver and possibly on the North 
American continent,” he said, “The 
direction could not be ascertained. 
However, it was undoubtedly very 
destructive if it occurred in a pop- 
ulated area.” 

The quake also was recorded by 
the Carnegie Foundation seismo- 
graph at Pasadena, Cal. Dr. 
Charies F. Richter of the labora- 
tory there said a preliminary check 
indicated it might have hit Mexico, 
perhaps on the west coast. The 
distance from Pasadena was esti- 
mated at between 1000 and 2000 
miles. University of California 
seismologists at Berkeley, north of 
Pasadena, estimated the quake’s 
distance at about 3000 miles.

~ EXPANSION MEASURE 


Conference Bill Now Goes to 
Senate, Where Passage Is 
Said to Be Assured.

WASHINGTON, May 11. — The 
House approved a Senate-House 
conference report today on the ad- 
‘ministration’s billion dollar naval 
expansion program, overriding a 
brief outburst of minority opposi- 


hils | tion, 


The measure, as revised in the 
conference, would authorize con- 
struction of 46 warships, 26 auxili- 
ary vessels and one experimental 
‘airship at a total estimated cost 
“Of $1,090,656,000. 

The compromise must be ap- 
proved by the Senate before the 
legislation is ready for President 
Roosevelt’s signature but Chair- 
man Walsh (Dem.) Massachusetts, 
of the Senate Naval Committee as- 
serted Senate approval was assured. 

Before the House approved the 
conference report, by a standing 
vote of 67 to 31, Republican Leader 
Snell (New York), criticised the 
agreement on the ground it dele- 
gated more power to President 
Roosevelt. 

“Every bill that’s gone through 
here in recent years,” he said, “has 
left the final decision on all sorts 
of matters to the President.

‘pacify them for the rest of this year, the outlook 
for cotton, which has the largest world carry-over 
in history, is far from reassuring. 

Farm purchasing power, as measured by prices 
received and paid by farmers, is figured as only 76 
per cent of the pre-war level—the lowest stage since 
1934. Wheat is at 70 to 75 cents a bushel, only a 
little more than half of what it was a year ago, and 
the Department of Agriculture is getting ready to 
bolster the price with loans, as it has already done 
with cotton. 7 

This is the factual picture of American farming 
after five years of “planned agriculture.” According 
to the political seers, next year is likely to see either 
price-fixing for farm commodities or else the enact- 
ment of processing taxes. Either prospect is un- 
pleasant, particularly that of price-fixing. 

One fundamental trouble with American agricul- 
ture, of course, is the drying up of its foreign mar- 
kets. This constriction of world trade is something 
for which the Roosevelt administration is not prima- 
rily responsible. In negotiating the Hull reciprocal 
trade pacts, it seems to be doing about as much to 
restore our foreign markets as is politically possible, 
unless it chooses to foster, as an aid to agricultural 
exports, some scheme like the domestic allotment 
plan, whereby farmers would receive one price for 
that part of their production which is consumed do- 
mestically and another price for the part which. is 
exported. ; 

Such a plan would permit the farmer to receive 
subsidies—if subsidies he must have—without being 
told what crops, and how much of them, he could 
grow. The mounting discontent as to prices and 
production allotments suggests that a first-class re- 
bellion against the present compulsory system may be 
in the making. 
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NO LAY-OFFS FOR G-MEN. 

The nation’s underworld must have rejoiced at the 
recent news that half of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation’s staff, including both agents and office 
workers, would be laid off until the beginning of the 
new fiscal year, July 1.

Chile’s demand for reform of the 
League covenant is reported to have 
been shelved. 

Chile’s Ambassador to London, 
Augustin Edwards, told the Coun- 
ell that Chile might quit the league, 
carrying other nations out also, un- 
less action were taken on its de- 
venant/reform. He 
said the only way to bring the 
league back to full vigor was to cut 
out dead articles of the covenant 
and draw new ones. His speech was 
devoted to defense of Chile’s plan, 
which was supported by Peru at 
last February's meeting of the com- 
mittee of 28, named to consider 
league reform. 

He said the league was powerless 
to achieve collective security unless 
it sought means of bringing in non- 
member states like the United 
States, Brazil, Germany, Italy and 
Japan. He denied rumors“ that 
Chile was acting at the insistence 
of totalitarian states outside the 


league. 

Edwards said “only narrow and 
ignorant persons” could say Chile 
was acting on the sole insistenco of 
totalitarian states outside the 
League. He also denounced “oth- 
er rumors” that, should Chile with- 
draw, its decision could be attri- 
buted to German or Italian influ- 
ence. : 

“Our freedom of action has been 
scrupulously respected by all,” he 
said. “Events themselves will show 
eloquently that our desire to draw 
closer our connections with states 
remaining in the League is just as 
strong as our desire to preserve 

relations with those states 
which are not members of the

EPWAR HOLLE  belew was 
arrested by Newark (N. 42 
police for the killing of SO PHI 
KUJAT, whose chain-weighted 
body was found in the Passaic 
river Saturday. a 
Baby Broker in Muench Hoax Pre- 
pares Motion in Jail, Where He 

Has Been Since December, 1936. 

A motion for rehearing of the 
appeal of Wilfred Jones, baby brok- 
er in the Muénch baby hoax, was 
filed today in United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals here, Jones, 
whose conviction and 10-year sen- 
tence for mail fraud were affirmed 
recently by the appéllate court, 
along with the convictions of Dr. 
and Mrs. Ludwig O. Muench, pre- 
pared the motion in city jail, where 
he has been held since December, 
1936. 

Jones contends that under the re- 
cent decision of the United States 
Supreme Court in the case of 
Tompkins vs. Erie Railroad, the 
trial court should have granted him 
a severance as mandatory under 
Missouri law, and also should have 
required the indorsement of the 
names of grand jury witnesses on 
the indictment, as provided by Mis- 
souri law. 

In Tompkins vs. Erie Railroad, 
the Supreme Court unanimously 
abandoned a long line of prece- 
dents to strip Federal courts of the 
power to pass on the general com- 
mon laws of the states. However, 
Justice Brandeis’ opinion specific- 
ally excepted “matters governed by 
the Federal Constitution or by acts 
of Congress.” United States Attor- 
ney Harry C. Blanton told report- 
ers he did not think the opinion 
applied, as Jones contends, to a 
criminal trial conducted under spe- 
cific provision of Federal statutes.

JOHN BROPHY OF 1 
PAYS VIS T0 ST. LOUIS 


Says Economic Rules Must Be 
Changed to Give Workers 
More Buying Power. 


John Brophy, director of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization, 
during a visit to St. Louis yester- 
day told.reporters he was confident 
the wage-hour bill would be passed 
by Congress and “will have a tre- 
mendous influence for economic 
good.“ * 

The chief lieutenant of John IL. 
Lewis in the CI O, who was on his 
way to Denver to address a Colo- 
rado group of the organization, con- 
ferred with local C I O leaders dur- 
ing a short stopover here. 

“The C I O is the first labor or- 
ganization to hold its ranks in de- 
pression and recession,” asserted 
Brophy. This was done, he en- 
plained, by education and assisting 
obtaining Federal and 
state re The organization has 
performed two major services in in- 
creasing wages and making work- 
@s conscious of the necessity of 
acting as democratic groups to ob- 
tain their rights, he said. 

Wants System Changed. 

“The rules of our economic sys- 
tem must be changed; it no longer 
operates to give the worker the 
proper buying power,” ‘ne asserted. 
He added that “the Tories cuss the 
C I O because it has been the first 
real challenge to their power.” 

In addition to the wage-hour bill, 
organized labor is interested in 
legislation compelling employers do- 
ing business with the Government 
to adhere to the provisions of the 
National Labor Act, and in obtain- 
ing additional funds for the La Fol- 
lette Civil Liberties Committee, 
Brophy said. He said that legisla- 
tion was necessary, “to force re- 
luctant employers to pay decent 
wages and to some extent curb the 
practice of moving manufacturing 
plants to backward areas.” 

Inspects Picket Line. 

Later in the day Brophy visited 
the Barton Manufacturing Co., 4157 
North Kingshighway, where strik- 
ers, most of them. deaf-mutes, were 
picketing. He talked with James 
O’Reilly, field representative of the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
with which the Gas By-Product, 
Coke and Chemical Workers’ Union, 
representing the strikers, is affil- 
iated, and then left to board a train. 

Twenty-one pickets were march- 
ing in front of the shoe polish plant 
when Brophy arrived. Sixteen of 
them, deaf-mutes, were conversing 
with one another in sign-language. 
The strike was called.Monday by 
the union, which charged that the 


company had not. négotiated for a 


contract in good faith, as it agreed 
to do March 20 when hearing of a 
complaint the union had filed with 
the National Labor Relations Board 
was postponed indefinitely:

mimeographed and bound in pam- 
phiet form and in Dr. Harris’ opin- 
ion several of the papers reveal 
extraordinarily sound reasoning. 

“It was surprising, the interest 
the girls showed: in this youth-in-a- 
changing-world forum,” Dr. Harris 
marveled. “And it was surprising 
the amount of research work done 
on the papers. Naturally the girls 
hunted for quotations on their par- 
ticular subjects to bolster their own 
views. Quoting the opinions of an- 
other does not provide the oppor- 
tunity for twitting ‘and, ragging that 
a girl would have.to endure from 
her classmates if she simply voiced 
her own opinions.” 

Dr. Harris’ enthusiasm over the 
quality of the essays entered in the 
forum prompted a question as to 
the average mental age of the pop- 


ulation at Alderson and the answer 
was “about the same as the mental 
age of the country in general—13.” 

“And that,” said Dr. Harris, “re- 
minds me of my impatience with 
the theory that crime is due to 
feeble-mindedness. Or lack of edu- 
cation. There is no one factor to 
account for it. If the blame could 
be placed on any one thing, it 
would be a very simple matter to 
abolish crime.” 

Up to the end of April, 861 women 
have been paroled from the Federal 
Industrial Institution for Women, 
and. of that number only 21 have 
violated the conditions of parole. 
Of those released on condition— 
that they “behave themselves” un- 
til the expiration of their maximum 
term—less than 6 per cent have 
violated the conditions of release, 


Girls, also in New Jersey. One- 
half of Dr. Harris’ book is de 
voted to the Federal Industrial In- 
stitution for Women at Alderson, 
and describes in detail the opera- 
tion of that unique prison where 
for the first year and a half of its 
being the prisoners were guarded 
by nothing stronger than mosquito 
netting. 

Before entering prison work at 
Blackwell's Island, Dr. Harris 
taught schools in Kentucky and 
Chicago, worked at Hull House, 
played the organ in various places 
and published some music of her 
own composing. She attended 
Bucknell University and at the 
University of Chicago majored in 
Latin and Sanskrit. She took her 
Ph. D. in Sanskrit, writing her doc- 
tor’s thesis on Kalidasa. At Johns 
Hopkins University she stu 
numismatics and later taught Cic- 
ero at Bryn Mawr. For two years 
-—1912-1914 — she engaged in re- 
search in numismatics at the Kai- 
ser Friedrich Museum in Berlin. 
Dr. Harris’ acceptance of her first 
prison job in 1914 at Blackwell's 
Island was with the understanding 
that it was to be temporary and 
that she was to remain only until 
the right person could be found for 
that berth. Now, 24 years later, 
she is one of the. country’s best- 
known penologists, whose progres- 
sive ideas have made the Federal 
Industrial Institution for Women at 
Alderson, W. Va., famous fog its 
radical departure from the old 
methods of treating criminals.

5-Suit Bridge 
The Rule Used to Deter- 
mine Trick Expectancy Is 
Explained. 


By Ely Culbertson. 


N Monday I began the deserip- 
(jie of the Culbertson system 

for five-suit bridge. This is a 
continuation. 
No trump bids and no trump final 
contracts: No trump contracts are 
relatively undesirable at five-suit 
bridge, because the value of the 
widow card is much greater (1% to 
3 tricks) at suit contracts. Thus, 
even, a 14 trick minor suit game 
and small slam is often easier to 
fulfill than a mere II-trick three 
no trump contract. There will, 
however, be some occasions when 
no trump is the best game bid. To 
determine trick expectancy at no 
trump, use the following rule: 
The Culbertson rule of 10 (for no 
trump contracts only): Count the 
honor tricks in the combined hands, 
To this total add 50 per cent (one- 
half), then add one trick for each 
card of a suit in excess of four 
cards. Illustration: Six honor tricks 
in combined hands and one five- 
card suit: six plus three (one-half 
oftotal) plus one (long card) equals
